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Culture of Chrysanthemums 


CALEX LAURIE 


Despite the fact that much has been written 
on the subject, the growing of Chrysanthemums 
still is not done to, perfection. Mediocre quality 
is the rule rather than the exception. This state 
of affairs is not too difficult to remedy, since the 
requirements of this plant are not too exacting. 
Yet because of the fact that no matter how grown, 
a crop of sorts will be produced, there is a ten- 
dency to neglect some of the stmplest rules of good 
culture. 


START CLEAN 


One of the cardinal sins in growing Chrysan- 
themums ts the failure to start with clean cut- 
tings. It is not uncommon to see young plants 
just benched covered with midge, thrip, spider 
and like as not a dose of verticilltum lurking 
underneath and spot on the foliage. With such a 
start, the operator makes himself liable first to 
many control measures which are costly and 
labor-consuming, and secondly to a complete loss 
of the crop due to the ravages from verticillitum. 
Hence, start with absolutely clean stock. If you 
have not got it, buy it and make sure it is clean 
when you get it. As far as the verticillium is con- 
cerned, you cannot be sure you are free from It 
unless you buy “‘verticillitum free” cuttings or else 
plant resistant varieties only. The latter course 
is not advocated because it limits you to certain 
types. Having made sure of your stock, the next 
simple step is the soil and planting and thereby 
hangs another tale. 


PROPER SOIL ESSENTIAL 


You often hear it said, just use “any good 
soil.”’ But what is meant by a “good” soil? To 
us, It means any soil which contains a lot of 
organic matter, say at least one-fourth by vol- 
ume, preferably in the form of well rotted ma- 
nure. It also means that this soil drains well, is 
slightly acid in its reaction, contains some cal- 
cium in addition to small amounts of nitrogen, 
and medium amounts of phosphorus and potash. 
In other words don’t start off by giving your soil 
a heavy dose of some nitrogenous fertilizer. 
Test it first to make sure. By starting with low 
amounts, the root action develops quickly and 
subsequent application of fertilizers has the 
desired effect. As to the depth of the soil, that is 
not a serious matter, although in well drained 
ground beds, higher quality may be secured by 
the average grower, largely due to greater uni- 


formity of moisture. This is Important. Many a 
promising crop finally ends up of mediocre qual- 
tty and small size because of the failure to main- 
tain a sufficient moisture in the soil, particularly 
towards maturity. In that connection, a mulch 
of peat or even well rotted manure or alfalfa or 
soy bean straw will be found very helpful; say 
beginning with July on. 


PLANTING DISTANCE 


We think that a smart operator will save him- 
self much labor and produce higher quality, if 
he benches his cuttings direct from the propagat- 
ing bench or else has them shipped from a special- 
ist In time to be benched. If such cuttings are 
shipped, it is well to soak them well before plant- 
ing. The operation of potting and then eventu- 
ally planting is time consuming and if plants are 
permitted to be pot bound, results in stunted 
stock. We see no reason for planting farther 
apart than 8x8 which suffices for both the stand- 
ards and the Pompons. True, some varieties are 
rank growers and you may wish to modify the 
distance, and yet commercial kinds are not meant 
for exhibittons and unnecessary space may be 
wasted. 


FERTILIZATION 


Once properly established, the fertilization 
program may well follow soil tests. If for some 
reason, this ts not available, in general one appli- 
cation of a complete fertilizer will suffice, followed 
by inorganic (chemical) nitrogenous fertilizers 
about once in three to four weeks. If these are 
not available, blood or tankage or soy bean meal 
may be used. A pound of ammonium sulphate 
per 100 square feet Is sufficient at a time, or three 
to four pounds of tankage or soy bean meal. The 
Jatter two are of course much slower acting. 


Fertilization should stop when buds show color. 


CORRECT PINCHING 


The question of pinching is an tmportant one, 
When well grown two and even three to a stem 
in standards ts desirable. The flowers so produced 
are big enough for all general purposes. We 
think it a pure waste of material to set two cut. 
tings toa hill . . . nothing Is gamed and money 
is wasted. As to Pompons, to produce quality 
early pinching ts desirable. Cecil Delworth rec- 
ommends for normal flowering, a pinch about 
100 days ahead of flowering. We have conducted

many tests along that line and agree with him. 
The sprays so produced are, of course, reduced in 
number to four or ftve to a plant, but the spacing 
and size of flowers compensates for the smaller 
number of stems. Furthermore, by not having 
too many stems, air circulation about the plants 
is improved and much less loss of lower foliage 
results. To help in this respect, the removal of the 
lower foliage to a height of 12 inches from the 
base is advised. 


INSECT CONTROL 

The next important step, of course, is to make 
sure that the Plants are kept clean of pests. Red 
spider, thrips, aphids, leaf rollers, midge and 
mealy bugs are the most common of the pests. 
Because of lack of pyrethrum and rotenone com- 
pounds, we shall have to depend on the old reli- 
ables such as nicotine, tartar emetic, the arseni- 
cals, and the fumigants. Red spider will cause 
the most trouble because of these shortages. 
Loro may be used, although it damages some 
varieties. Fulex likewise may be tried, but here 
again some varieties suffer. As far as we know, 
the followmg are seriously damaged, stunted or

Tartar emetic (2 Ibs. to 4 Ibs. of brown sugar 
to 100 gals. water) will take care of thrips and 
leaf rollers. Loro will control midge and mealy 
bugs you have no business having. 

The diseases of superficial nature; such as, 
spots and mildews, are taken care of by dusting 
or spraying with fine sulphur or with Bordeaux 
(for spot). Verticillium wilt is a tough one. Yet 
if you steam sterilize your soil and make sure 
you have verticillium free cuttings, no difficulty 
should develop. Foliar nematodes are trouble- 
some, particularly during wet seasons outdoors 
under cloth. Pie-shaped, brown areas between the 
the midrib of the leaf and its outer edge are mani- 
festations of the nematode attack. Spraying 
with nicotine 1-200, removal of infested leaves, 
and keeping water off the foliage will help in 
control. 


SHADING 


Shading to produce early bloom is such an old 
story that it does not bear repeating, except to 
emphasize early planting, the use of tight cloth, 
the selection of suitable varieties, and the re- 
moval of cloth only after buds show color in 
Pompons. In case of Standards to be absolutely 
sure, shade until the buds are about the size of a 
penny. The use of additional light does not have 
any Important commercial bearing, although 
much work has been done to show its possibilities. 


CAREFUL PACKING 


Finally, having produced a quality crop, keep 
it such by careful bunching, protection of the 
flowers from injury by wrapping Pompons and 
careful packing of Standards.

To Lengthen Mum Season 


The use of additional light by means of 
40-watt electric lamps will bring your crop 
later than normally. These lamps should be 
strung about 5 feet apart and about 2 feet 
above the plants, raising them as the plants 
grow. The time to start is before August 15 
or before any buds have developed. Two to 
three hours of lighting each day after dark 
for a period of 6 or 8 weeks will cause a 
decided later flowering. Late varieties are 
best used for this purpose.

Shading Mums for Early Flowering 


LARGE FLOWERING, POMPONS, ANEMONES AND SINGLES 


Shading of Mums for early flowering is done 
simply by placing a light-impervious black cloth 
over the plants daily from 5 p.m. to 7 a.m. Since 
tt takes from eight to nine weeks for the plants 
to bloom after the process is started, the begin- 
ning time is readily determined. Thus, July 1 
shading wil! bring the crop in from August 25- 
September 1. Successive shadings at weekly in- 
tervals will give you the same variety in bloom for 
a long period of time. July 15 shading should hit 
the market perfectly, when some scarcity usually 


exists. An occasional skip of a day during this 
period will do no harm. 

To start shading after August 15 ts practically 
useless since the days begin to shorten constder- 
ably. In case of Pompons, retain the shade until 
buds show color, while with standards, shading 
may stop when buds reach the size of a dime. 

The use of cloth with pinholes or one through 
which more than 2 foot candles of light will pene- 
trate, will not give satisfaction. The timing will 
be off and imperfect flowers may results.

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‘Pot “Plant Mums for Shading 


The varieties in the following list have been found to Iend themselves satisfactorily to pot 
plant culture. These varieties have been chosen because they are adaptable to black cloth shad- 
ing as well as for normal flowering, thus giving a flowering range from August 1 to November 20 


with relatively few varieties. 


There are other varieties that may be used for pot plant culture, however varieties that 
flower after November 20 are not recommended for the very early shadings. 


CULTURE 


Soil—Sterilized. Field soil with small addi- 


tion of manure. 


Planting—Three cuttings into 51-inch pot 
directly from propagating bench on dates 
given. One additional cutting for each 
¥-inch increase in pot size. If these are 
spaced well, a better balanced plant will 
result than if planted together in center of 
pot. 


Pinching—Three pinches. First pinch ap- 
proximately 15 days after planting. Second 
pinch approximately 30 days after planting. 
The third and last pmch controls height of 
plant. Soft pinching Is satisfactory. Hard 
pinch when the last pinch ts delayed until 
after shadmg. Example: Yellow Beauty 
when shaded June Ist and pinched June 11th. 


Shading—Same procedure as for cut flow- 
ers. Black cloth should be new or in best of 
condition for very early shadings to avoid 
delayed and uneven blooming. When pos- 
sible take cloth off at night, replacing before 
daylight.
